The event was 
sponsored by “Affirmation: 
Vietnam,” an organization 
founded by Belle Glade 
youth Wayne Wood and five 
other Emory University stu- 
dents. 

"You.are sending a mes- 
sage today to our troops in 
Vietnam," keynote speaker 
Dean Rusk told the rain- 
soaked audience, "but even 
more important is the mes- 
sage you are sending to 
Hanoi.” 

The giant assembly, which 
was called “without equal 
since World War Two” by 
the Associated Press, was 
the product of a “bull ses- 
sion” by the six Emory stu- 
dents only two months be- 
fore.

Smathers Opposes Removal 
Of Dominican Peace Force 


Senator George A. Sma- 
thers, D-Fla, today urged 
foreign ministers of the 
Organization of American 
States to "resist pressures 
to remove the Inter-Ameri- 
can Реасе Force from the 
Dominican Republic." 

Smathers, who for more 
than a decade urged the 
creation of a' permanent 
Inter-American peacekeep- 
sing force, said it would be 
an "act of folly" to disband 
the 8,000-member force 
now serving in the Domini- 
can Republic. 

"The peacekeeping force 
may be imperfect," Smath- 
ers said, "and while it has 
become the whipping boy 
for competing political ele- 
ments in that volatile is- 
land, it nevertheless is the 
best available instrument 
for joint hemispheric action 
to preserve democratic in- 
stitutions,” 

“The U. S., has no desire 
to take unilateral action in 
the Caribbean or elsewhere 
in the hemisphere,” Smath- 
ers said. “So as far as we 
are concerned we would 
much prefer that there be 
a permanent hemispheric 
fire-fighting brigade avail- 
able. 

“All friends of Latin Am- 
erica would like to see the 
Dominican Republic go for- 
ward with peaceful elections 
in June," Smathers contin- 
ued. 
"However, it would be a 


mistake to withdraw all 
troops at this juncture. 
"Instead, I would ask

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Lake Okeechobee Waters Flooding 
Nat'l Park And Reservoir Areas 


Army Engineers began 
last Thursday discharging 
water from Florida's Lake 
Okeechobee into the Caloo- 
sahatchee River in an ef- 
fort to reduce the leyel of 
the giant lake to a safe point 
prior to the start of the 
hurricane season. 

With Florida now experi- 
encing one of its wettest 
seasons in many years, fol- 
lowing on the heels of a 
four-year drougfht, the 730- 
square-mile lake's water le- 
vel is rising faster than wa- 
ter can be moved out and 
into the Central and Sou- 
thern Florida Flood Control 
Project's big conservation 
areas. 

Two of the three reser- 
voirs which store excess 


water from Lake Okeecho- 
bee, are brimming full. The 
third conservation areas is 
less than 2 inches from its 
flood regulation stage. 
One thousand cubic feet 
of water per second (some 
$48,000,000 gallons per day) 
axe flowing into Everglades 
National Park under a new 
stato, Army Engineers and 
Park Service agreement. 
The Central and Southern 
Florida Flood Control Dis- 
trict is pumping. additional 
water from the lake to the 
conservation areas of the 
project at maximum practi- 
cable rates. Under the new 
agreement) the federal gov- 
ernment is paying the Flood 
Control District to pump up 
to 1,000 cubic feet of water

per second from Lake 
Okeechobee into the conser- 
vation area for use by the 
park, This several times 
greater than the minimum 
amount of water which the 
Park Service has said is 
needed to augment rainfall 
over the park for this sea- 
son of the year. 

Despite the pumping and 
removal of all water practi- 
cable from Lake Okeechobee 
for storage in the three con- 
servation areas and for use 
by Everglades Park, Army 
Engineers said the heavy in 
flow of water into the lake 
makes it necessary to dis- 
charge floodwaters for fur- 
ther regulation of the lake. 

Some 7,000 cubic feet of 
water per second are gush- 
ing into Lake Okeechobee 
from the Kissimmee River, 
but the pumping 
south of the lake are able 
to discharge only 2,500 cu- 
Ыс feet per second. 

Therefore the lake con- 
tinues to rise, whereas it is 
necessary to reduce the le- 
vel at this time of year to 
event a recurrence of the 
disastrous hurricane damage 
which occurred in 1926 and 
1928 — claiming the lives 
of more than 2500 people. 
Property damage was ex- 
tensive in those storms. 
Lake Okeechobee lies in the 
path of frequent hurricanes. 
Although the levees permit 
greater safe storage of more 
water, the dikes still can 
be overtopped by windtides. 

Army Engineers said 4,- 
000 cubic feet of water per 
second are now being re- 
leased into the Caloosahat- 
chee River. This is about 
half the amount which 
could be released in case of 
a greater emergency. 

Continuation of the re- 
lease of Lake Okeechobee 
water to the tidewater is 
expected to be necessary for 
at least a month, even with- 
out additional rainfall. 

In order to store the max- 
imum amount of water pos- 
sible in Lake Okeechobee 
to compensate for Florida's 
erratic rainfall, the lake has 
been ringed with: levees. 


During winter months the 
lake is allowed to rise to 
15.5 feet above mean sea 
level. Starting in mid-Feb- 
ruary, the lake level is 
gradually lowered зо as to

be no higher than 13.5 feet 
MSL by June 1 when hur- 
ricane season starts. The 
lake covers 730 square miles 
and reducing the level of 
the lake is a slow and ted- 
ious job. 

‘Therefore, lowering of the 
lake must begin several 
months in advance of the 
actual start of the hurricane 
season. 

The Central and South- 
ern Florida Flood Control 
District's canals, pumping 
plants and conservation ar- 
eas protect an 18-county 
section of Florida which is 
vitally important for its 
agriculture, tourist attrac- 
tions and park facilities. 
The project's works, which 
are still only 30 per cent 
completed, also provide wa- 
ter for the populous east 
coast including Greater Mia- 
mi and provide auxiliary 
flows of water into Ever- 
glades National Park. The 
conservation areas also 
maintain extensive wildlife 
population, fishing and oth- 
er water-oriented recreation 
al activities in this part of 
the United States.

Postal Rates 
To Increase 
In Five Services 


Increases in money ord- 
ers, insurance, registry, cer- 
tified and C. O. D. rates will 
become effective March 26, 
1966 Postmaster Rosa А. 
Nash said today. 

The cost of operating these 
five special services now 
exceeds revenues by ,$60 
million annually. The‘ fee 
increases will narrow the 
cost-revenue gap by $36 
million, based on business 
handled in Fiscal Year 1965. 

Fees for money orders, re- 
gistry and C. О. D. were 
last chamged in 1961; insur- 
ance and certified in 1957 


The fee changes, an- 
nounced in the January 11th 
Federal Register and con- 
firmed in the register оп 
February 25th, are put into 
effect under the existing ad- 
ministrative authority of the 
Postmaster General. 

The increases include: 

MONEY ORDER FEES: 
Domestic and international 
money order fees will be in- 
creased by 5 cents. 


INSURANCE FEES: The 
minimum fee bracket will 
be increased from $10 to 15 
and the minimum {ее will 
be 20 cents instead of 10 


cents. 

The revised insurance 
fees will be as follows: 
$0.01 - $15 20 cents 
$5.01 - $50 30 cents 
$50.01 - $100 40 cents 
100.01 - $150 50 cents 
150.01 - $200 60 cents 


KEGISTRY FEES — The 
present 80 cents and 75 
cents fee will be combined 
into a single fee at 75 cents 
for values up to $100. Re- 
gistry fees for articles val- 
ued in excess of $100 will 
remain unchanged. 

C. О. D. FEES: The pre- 
sent 40 cents and 50 cents 
fee brackets will be com- 
bined into one fee bracket 
at 60 cents for amounts up 
to $10. There will be no 
change in the fees covering 
items valued above $10. 

CERTIFIED MAIL: The 
fee will be increased 10 
cents from the present 20 
cents per item to 30 cents. 


Losses incurred in the op- 
eration of-special services 
are paid from funds drawn 
from the Federal Treasury 
The fee increases will shift 
a substantia] portion of the 
special service cost borne 
by the public to the users 
of these services.

“We 
established a speakers bur- 
eau of forty students well- 
versed in the background 
history of Vietnam. These 
students have made over 
200 speeches to civic clubs, 
student groups, and on TV 
programs throughout Geor- 
gia. 

"The second phase was 
an opinion poll to show 
what percentage of citizens" 
support our country's com- 
mitment. At the assembly 
on Feb. 12, we presented the 
Ambassador from Vietnam 
with the results of our poll. 
Out of over a quarter of a 
million people polled, the 
results were 96.5% affir- 
mative, 

“The third phase was the 
assembly itself, with hun- 
dred-car motorcades coming 
from all parts of the state. 
Our aim was to show to our 
nation’s enemies and allies 
alike that, if the one state 
of Georgia could show its 
support as dramaticaly as 
it did, then any other state 
and therefore every state 
stands firmly behind the 
commitments the U. S. has 
made. 

"We were not trying to 
show support for the Presi- 
dent's methods of fighting 
the war. We merely felt that 
since the U. S. has made an 
obligation to the people of 
South Vietnam, the people 
of our country must firmly 
stand behind this irrevocab- 
le commitment. 

"The headlines that we 
made virtually everywhere 


in the world, including cov- 
erage on Radio Free Europe 
and the B. В. С, makes us 
fairly certain that we were 


successful in our attempt to 
show this support," the for-

Also backing the group 
were over 100 Georgia Ma- 
yors, forty-five clergymen, 
and fifty-four prominent 
businessmen, A joint-session 
of the Georgia House and 
Senate unanimously passed 
a resolution endorsing the 
movement on Jan. 17.
